SUBJECT: SSOD: DISARMAMENT AND DEVELOPMENT 

1 . FRANCE PROPOSED FOLLOWING TEXT JUNE 12, WHICH IS TO 
REPLACE THE LAST TWO PARAS IN SECTION F, PAGE 40 (SEE TEXT 
IN PREPCOM REPORT A/S-l/10.) 

2. BEGIN TEXT: IMMEDIATE EFFORTS SHOULD BE MADE TO 
ACHIEVE A PRACTICAL SOLUTION TO THE PROBLEMS RAISED 
BY THE FLAGRANT DISPROPORTION EXISTING BETWEEN THE 
RESOURCES ALLOCATED TO ARMAMENTS EXPENDITURES AND RESOURCES 
DEVOTED TO DEVELOPMENT AID. 

IN THIS RESPECT, THE ESTABLISHMENT OF AN "INTERNATIONAL 
DISARMAMENT FUND FOR DEVELOPMENT" SHOULD BE ENVISAGED. 

THIS FUND WOULD NORMALLY BE FINANCED FROM RESOURCES 
RELEASED BY THE IMPLEMENTATION OF DISARMAMENT AGREEMENTS 
REACHED AT THE REGIONAL OR INTERNATIONAL LEVEL. THE 
ESTABLISHMENT IN THESE AGREEMENTS OF OPTIMUM SECURITY 
THRESHOLDS BETWEEN STATES PARTIES TO THEM WOULD MAKE IT 
POSSIBLE TO DETERMINE THE SURPLUS EXPENDITURES WHICH COULD 
BE USED TO FINANCE CONTRIBUTIONS TO DEVELOPMENT AID. 
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THIS FUND SHOULD BE FINANCED INITIALLY BY CONTRIBUTIONS 
BASED ON OBJECTIVE DATA, I.E., ON THE NUCLEAR AND CONVEN- 
TIONAL ARMAMENTS OF THE MOST DEVELOPED AND MILITARILY THE 
MOST REPRESENTATIVE COUNTRIES. 

A GROUP OF QUALIFIED GOVERNMENTAL EXPERTS SHOULD BE 
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CONVENED AND SHOULD REPORT TO THE THIRTY-FOURTH SESSION OF 
THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY ON THE QUESTIONS LINKED TO THE ESTAB- 
LISHMENT OF THE INTERNATIONAL DISARMAMENT FUND FOR DEVELOP- 
MENT WITH A VIEW TO SPECIFYING ITS OBJECTIVES, ITS ORGANI 
ZATION, THE MODALITIES OF ITS OPERATIONS AND THE NATURE OF 
ITS RESOURCES. END TEXT. 

3. NORWEGIAN DEL INFORMALLY SUGGESTED TO US TEXT BELOW AS 
COMPROMISE HE HOPES WILL MEET WESTERN NON-ALIGNED AND 
EASTERN NEEDS. HE SAID THAT IT IS DRAWN ENTIRELY FROM THE 
TEXT OF THE REPORT OF THE AD HOC COMMITTEE OF EXPERTS WHICH 
MET LAST MARCH AND WHICH INCLUDED THE US. NORWEGIAN TEXT 
IS TO BE INSERTED AFTER A PERIOD FOLLOWING WORDS "CARRIED 
OUT" IN SECTION F. PARA 3, P40. 

4. BEGIN TEXT: THE STUDY SHOULD BE MADE IN THE CONTEXT OF 
HOW DISARMAMENT CAN CONTRIBUTE TO THE ESTABLISHMENT OF A 
NEW INTERNATIONAL ECONOMIC ORDER. THE STUDY SHOULD BE 
FORWARD-LOOKING AND POLICY-ORIENTED AND PLACE SPECIAL 
EMPHASIS ON BOTH THE DESIRABILITY OF A REALLOCATION, 
FOLLOWING DISARMAMENT MEASURES, OF RESOURCES NOW BEING 
USED FOR MILITARY PURPOSES TO ECONOMIC AND SOCIAL DEVELOP- 
MENT, PARTICULARLY FOR THE BENEFIT OF THE DEVELOPING 
COUNTRIES, AND THE SUBSTANTIVE FEASIBILITY OF SUCH A REALLO- 
CATION. A PRINCIPAL AIM SHOULD BE TO PRODUCE RESULTS THAT 
COULD EFFECTIVELY GUIDE THE FORMULATION OF PRACTICAL 
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MEASURES TO REALLOCATE MILITARY RESOURCES AT THE LOCAL, 
NATIONAL, REGIONAL AND INTERNATIONAL LEVELS. END TEXT.
